REVISED REGULATIONS FOR THE DEGREE OF 
BACHELOR OF SCIENCE IN DAIRY TECHNOLOGY 
AND DAIRY HUSBANDRY 

The following regulations shall come into force with 
effect from the admissions of 1970. 

General 

1.1. These regulations shall supersede previous regula- 
tions for these examinations except in following cases : 

(i) the results of the various B.Sc. in Dairy Techno- 
logy and Dairy Husbandry examination to be 
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held in April/ May, 1970, shall be declared in 
accordance with fhe previous regulations which 
are being replaced. 

(ii) Candidates who have already been granted 
exemption or have been allowed to re-appear in 
certain subjects through the University official 
not i heat ions already published shall continue to 
be governed by the previous regulations which 
arc being replaced. 

1.2. These regulations shall apply to all candidates 
appearing in the B.Sc, Dairy Technology and Dairy Hus- 
bandary examinations to be held in November, 1970, and 
subsequent to that except those included in Regulation 
1.1. After the expiry of exemption, etc., already notified 
by the University as per Regulation 1.1. (ii), all candi- 
dates including those already admitted to B.Sc. Dairy 
Technology and Dairy Husbandary courses shall be 
governed by these (new) regulations. 

2. The examination for the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in Dairying shall be held in two branches, namely, 
Dairy Technology and Dairy Husbandry. Each branch 
shall have five examinations, viz.. First, Second, Third, 
Fourth and Final. The First, Second, Third and Fourth 
examinations shall be sub-divided into two parts (I and 
II). The examination in Fart I (First Semester) shall 
be held in the month of November/ December and again 
along with Part IT (Second Semester) in April/ May every 
year or on such other date as may he fixed by the Syndi- 
cate. The supplementary examination both for Part I 
(First Semester) and Part II (Second Semester) shall 
be held in June/ July every year (/.e., before the. con- 
mencement of the next session). 

3. Every candidate shall forward his application to the 
Registrar, by the 1 5th October in the case of Part I 
examination to be held in November/ December, and by 
the 1st of March in the case of Part II examination to 
be held in April/Muy, accompanied by the prescribed 
fee. The admission forms and fees for the Supplementary 
examination shall reach the Registrar at least two weeks 
before the commencement of the examination. 

4. Whenever the application or fee of a candidate is 
received more than three days after the last date prescrib- 
ed in Regulation 3, he shall pay an additional fee of Rs. 5 
as late fee, provided such application shall be entertained 
only up to three weeks before the commencement of the 
examination. 

5. The amount of admission fee to be paid by a candi- 
date shall be as follows; this also includes fee for detailed 
marks. A candidate appearing in one or more subjects 
or papers shall pay the same admission fee as for the

On comple- 
tion of the in-plant training every student shall attend the 
Dairy Science College at Kurnal for 4-5 weeks during 
which he shall present a report on in-plant training and 
shall appear for the Final examination which shall consist 
of theory (two papers) and an oral examination. He 
shall also bring a report on his training ftom the Head 
of the Factory/Farm in which he received the training.

A candidate who fails to obtain this percentage in any 
of the parts shall be declared to have failed in the subject 
as a whole. 

26. 1, A candidate, who, having satisfied the require- 
ment of attendances does not appear at Part 1 examina- 
tion for sufficient cause or having appeared is unable to 
pass in one or more of the written papers, practical and 
viva voce part of the subject/ s for Part I of the examina- 
tion, shall be permitted tp study in the Second Semester 
and appear for Part I examination alongwith the Part II 
examination in April/ May of the following year. 

26.2, A candidate shall repeat the whole course if he 
does not pass in — 

(i) at least half of the total number of written

of both Parts I and II, taken together.
